BOARD OF CANVASSERS’ REPORT

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NOVEMBER 8, 1954 


PROPOSAL NO. 7 
(Relative to Bus Franchise) 


The whole number of votes cast for 
Proposal No. 7, Shall the franchise ordi- 
nance applied for June 28, 1954, entitled 
“AN ORDINANCE granting to Inter-City 
Coach Line Company, a Michigan corpor- 
ation, its successors and assigns, the right 
to own and operate a city bus transporta- 
tion system for hire within, through and 
from place to place about the City of 
Lansing for a period of fifteen (15) years, 
and to repeal all ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent herewith,” be adopt- 
ed, was 24,490, of which 14,220 votes were 
cast in favor of the Proposal No. 7 and 
10,270 votes were cast against the Pro- 
posal No. 7. 


Whereas, Proposal No. 7 did not receive 
three-fifths of the votes cast, Proposal 
No. 7 on motion, of Ald. Klock, was de- 
clared lost, 


Adopted by the following vote: 
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Yeas—Ald. Bayles, Becker, Brooks, Hau- 
ser, Kircher, Klock, Kowalski, Peck, Perrin, 
Preuss, Wall, Ward—12. 

Nays—None. 


By Ald. Hauser— 


That the election pay roll, amounting 
to $5,830.50 for the general election be 
allowed.

Bayles, Becker, Brooks, Hau- 
ser, Kircher, Klock, Kowalski, Peck, Perrin, 
Preuss, Wall, Ward—12.
